Tits Oates (formerly a Miniſter of 
the Church of England) accus'd upon 
Oath,before the Xing and Coxncil, (& not 
long after alſo before the two Hoxſes of 
Parliament )[everalRoman Catholicks:lome 
Perſons of Quality ; (and amongſt the 
reſt, the Lord Y:/cownt Staffora,) of High 
Treaſon, for intending and deſigning the 
Death of the King, the introducing of 
Popery, and ſubyerſion of the Govern- 
ment, &c. 

My Lord, though he immediately 
heard of this Impeachment, yet relying 
(as he ſaid) on his own Innocence, never 
lefr his Family, nor withdrew himſelf 
from

from his ordinary known Acquaintance 
and Aﬀeairs till the 25:4. of Otober, 
(78: ) when by Warrant from the Lora 
Chief Juſtice, -he was ſent Prifoner to the 
Kings Bench, and from thence, ſoon after 
to the Tower, where he remain'd above 
two years before he could be admitted 
to Tryal, 

During this interval, the whole Nati- 
on was ſurpriz'd and allarm'd with the 
noiſe of an horrid Plot, contriv'd by the 
Pope, Prieſts, and 7eſnits, wherein, the 
King was to be Murthered, Armies rat- 
ſed, proteſtants Maſſacr'd , and the three 
Kingdoms deſtroy'd, by Fire and Sword : 
the People were 'affrighted , ſearches 
made, Guards doubled, and all in an 


_ uproar. The King hereupon conſulted 


the Parliament, and both Houſes declar'd 
ita Plot: Yetto ſtrengthen the Evidence 
(as yet but weak) and make farther diſ- 
coverics; 1n ties are promiſed, Re- 
wards propoſed, and encouragments, 
given by Proclamation to any who would 
make out upon Oath the particulars of 
what in ſubſtance was already declar'd, 
By this, and the like ſedulity of the King, 
and three ſucceeding Parliaments, ſeve- 
ral new Witneſſes came in ; Firſt, Captain 
Beadlow. Next Dugaale, Prance, and two 
others, Bolron and Adowbray, out of the 
North 3 Then Mr. Jenniſon, Smith, Seig- 
nenr Franciſco, Dangerfield, Zeile, Lew, 
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8c. Laſtly-one Mr. Turbervile,who, (to- 
gether with Oates :n1 Dugdale,) gave E- 
vidence againſt this Lord. Stafford, -of 
whom we now trear. 

After two years Impriſonment, when 
many Roman Catholicks, both Prieſts and | 
others, had been Execxted, and moſt of 
the reſt /mpriſoned or fled ; Ar length my 
Lord was brought to his Tryal, on the 
3th, day of Novemb.. 1680. at the Peers 
Bar . in Weſtminſter- Hall, the Honſe of 
Commons being preſent, and the.. Lord 
Chancellor High-Steward of England. 
The Impeachment was: drawn. in the 
name of the Commons of England; where- 
in my Lord was charged, together with 
other Papiſts, for having imagin 4 and 
contriv'd to wurther the King , introduce 
Popery, and ſubvert the. good Government 


of Charch and State eſtabliſhed by Law.

To this Impeachment my Lord, being 
thereupon arraigned, pleaded Not Gwil:y,

They LETT inſiſted on 
the expreſs poſirive Oaths of the Wir- 
neſtes, upon whoſe Teſtimony the credit 
of this Plot chiefly depended. They am» 
ply dilated upon-the Letters of Coleman, 
and others, clearly demonſtrating the' 
buſy Defigns and Activity of the Writers, 
They preſſed home the execrable Murder 
of Sir Edmundbary Godfrey, charged up- 
on the Papiſts, as well by the Oaths of 
Captain Bed/ow and Mr. Prance, (elf-ac- 
knowledged Partners in the 4ſaſination, 
asalſo by a certain Letrer ſent from Lox- 
don to Tixal, intimaring the Murder of 
a Juſtice of Peace, and communicated 
by Dxg1ale to divers Gentlemen in St af- 
fordſhire, the third day after the Murder 
was committed They diſplayed to the 
full view the Sham-Plots and” Comntcr-

ted by Bed/ow., are Prichard, Welſh, Le 
Phaire, and other feſmits Bur the Mur- 
derers nominated by Prarce, are Green, 
Hill, Bury, Gyrald and Kel'y; And theſe 
two partiesarequitedifierent Actors; and 
as far as appears by the Evidence, net- 
ther the Deſigns, nor Verſons well known 
to each other.

Three Centinels, who 
Succeſhively kept ſtrick Guard on the a- 
foreſaid Wedneſday Night, at the great

Sedan,) declar'd there went out that way 
no Seda? at any hour whatſoever, from 


ſeven a Clock that Night, to four the 


next Morning ; The Amplitude of which 
Teſtimony includes at leaft three hours 
immediately before and after the time 
Sworn to by Prazce and Bedlow. Berry's 
Maid atteſted, That her Maſter 'came in 
that ſame Wedneſday in the Dusk of the | 
Evening ; went to "Bed about 12. and 
could not well after that go out again, 
without her knowledge ; the paſlage to 
tis Chamber being through hers. Andir 
15 moſt worthy of obſervation, that this 
Znry was, and profeiled himſelf to be 
(both during his Impriſonment, and at 
his very Death) a Proteſtant of the Church 


of England; Yerthis Man ; though afrer 


Condemnation he was oroffer'd his Life, 
if he would own the Fa&; Nevertheleſs 
abſolutely deny'd it to his laſt Breath,

.to keepSecret, would, or durft permit 
Doctor Qares their Cabinet Councel- 
lour, and Main Engine, to be reduced 
toſuch an Extremity of Want and Pe- 
zKry, that he had not Bread to put in 
his Mouth, Yet my Lord was ready 
'to prove in open Court, that at the ve- 
ry nick of time, when this Qates would 
have men believe, he was maſt En« 
truſted and Employed in carrying on

Andto make a rational 7ndgment fhereing 
we have no other rule to guide us in the 
knowledge of covert intentions, then the 
Teſt of Overt «ions. Seing therefore theſe 
Witneſſes are proved atnally Perjur'd; we 
have no rational ground to believe,but that 
upon the ſame motives, and in the ſame 
concurrence of circumſtances,they both did, 
and will commit the ſame Crimes. 

Men of loſt Conſciences, and deſperate 


Fortunes, allured by gain, ahd encouraged F 


by Indempnities, regard not what, when, 
nor how they ſwear. And my Lord Stafford 


had juſt Cauſe to ſay, If it be permitted Pate 45: 


theſe men daily to frame new accuſations : 
If eaſy credit be g1ven to all their Fables : 
And whatever they ſhall from time to time 
Invent, ay paſs for good Evidence: Who 
can be ſecure ? At this rate they may by 
degrees , Impeach the whole Nation, 
(#oth Catholicks 4nd Proteſtants, ) ſor 
Crimes which neither they, nor any Man 
elſe ever yet dreamt on. 


It is alſs objeted by Colledge's Party :
